The discussion will be led by Dr. 
B. E. Meltzer of the department of 
Sociology, a specialist in social 
psychology. - 

Dr. Meltzer has emphasized his 
desire for the students attending 
the mcctinf; to prepare questions, 
which he will try to answer. He 
does not plan to speak for more 
than Ave minutes at any one time.

low or a coed for that matter 
coming up to him in the union and 
ssying, 'Hey, Mac, take oft your

He said that conditions In the 
Union were taken care of favour 
ably by the maintenance men In 
charge and that they wcilded more 
authority in the eyes of the stu- 
dents than a fellow classmate 
"with a little card like a police 
badge." 

He said that during his two 
years on the committee he had 
seen It perform nothing concrete. 

His first job on the committee, 
he said, was lo "spy" on a campus 
club which was suspected of hav* 
Ing Communist sympathies. 

He was to find out when and 
where this, club had their "secret" 
meetings and he was given the Job 
of tapping ■ their meeting with a 
wire recorder so that the Disciplin- 
ary Committee could keep close 
check on this club. 

"This year, though, the commit- 
tee is much better since it has 
done nothing quite so underhand 
ediy, in fact. It has done nothing 
at all," Martindale said. 

Martindafc moved at the meeting 
that the question of the Disciplinary 
Committee's worth be studied and 
that i( necessary it be reorganized 
or abolished completely. 



"The universe may be compared 
to a pocket-watch, fashioned by a 
competent craftsman who knew 
exactly how lo make it," said Dr. 
J. A. Johnson, yesterday in the first 
o( a scries of talks sponsored by thu 
Inlcr-Varaily Christian Fellowship, 

"In the case of the universe, the 
craflsman must be one of power, in- 
telligence, and ability. That person 
in God. Just as God has revealed 
Himself as the Holy Trinity, in the 
s&me way each person is a trinity 
within himself— emotions, intellig- 
ence,, and will. God has projected 
Himself into human life and ex- 
periences in the form of a human 
being, and that person is Jesus." 

According to Dr, Johnson, the 
leiation of Christ to man's life may 
be summed up as consisting of three 
phases, letting Christ into your life, 
letting Christ live in your life, and 
letting Christ out of your life. As 
far as the first pha^c is concerned, 
Jesus never breaks into, or crashes 
the gates of life; He waits to be 
invited. Once He has gained en- 
trance. He should be allowed to live 
In the affections, thoughts, and will 
of men. 

Consequently, after people have 
acccjited Christ within themselves, 
they should allow Him to get out 
of themselves and live in the con- 
temporary world. 

"Jesus' full name is Jesus Christ 
the Lord. Taken from both Hebrew 
and Greek, the word Jesus 'means' 
one who is savior; Christ or ChriS' 
tos means the annolnted one, or 
the mcssiah. In other words. Jcsùs 
was appointed by God to carry out 
His purpose on cartli, and as th: 
Lord, He would be master of self, 
life, and destiny. Man must recog 
nlze that the Jesus of history is the 
Christ of personal experience, and 
ht must also realize the importance 
of that man whose coming into the 
world caused all time to be divid 
ed into before and after His 
coming." 

In the words of Dr. Johnson, 
"Jesus was unusual". "Having been 
born of a Virgin, Jesus' birth was 
unusual; He never fell to tcmpta 
tlon and sin, and He lived in per- 
fect harmony with God, making 
His life unusual; and since death 
came to Him as to one who didn't 
need to die, and Who died to ac- 
complLsh a supreme purpose— the 
redemption of man, His death too 
was unusual." 

Dr. Johnson also discussed the 
v.orks pf Chrisl. "When Jesus came 
lo reveal God, He brought out the 
full glory of God. Words are the 
medium through which man com- 
municates his thought, and Jesus is 
the medium through God com- 
municates His." 

The apealcer mentioned that Jesus 
of God which will have Christ on 
the throne and all the people 
brought under His control." 
and anguish there will come, some- 



day, the unveiling of the Kingdom 
came to redeem man, and he eiab' 
orated by staling that Jesus paid 
for the redemption' of man in the 
currency of His own blood. "Final- 
ly. Chirst came to earth to reign. 
Althoufih there i.s much strife in 
the world, out of all the turmoil 



U.S.' Students 
OKPlan 

Over one hundred^Anierlean 
students of draft age ' are^'pres- . 
cntly . attending McGill Univer- 
sity. As representatives of a na- 
tion where draft laws have been 
Instituted, some of these atiidents 
were asked the questions "Do 
you support compulsory military 
.service tor your country?": 

An emphatic "Yes" was the an- 
swer given by a large majority of 
students asked. Reported one stu- 
dent: "In view of the role that the 
United States has assumed in world 
affairs, and of the deterioration of 
the world situation the only same 
policy to follow is one of compul- 
sory military training to create a 
reserve of well trained and physi- 
cally-fit young men". 

All of the American Interview- 
ed slated that If the United 
States has compulsory military 
training. Canada must follow suit, 
in order to contribute to the com- 
mon defence of the Continent. 

Most; of the Americans men- 
tioned the Inconvenience caused 
to the student by the Interruption 
of his studies for service In the 
armed farces. Some said that col- 
lege students o fcxceptlonal .abil- 
ity should be allowed lo continue 
with their studies, and If possible 
to serve the country in techno- 
logical and administrative fields 
upon graduation.

Free Man Is 
Known by Acts 
- Stanford 



Rev. Lionel Stanford, lecturing 
on "What Is Man," iliuslrated that 
man is a free, reeponsiblc, intran- 
sitively independent being. 

"Man is known by how he acts, 
but although space, time and ex- 
tension deal with matter, man 
exists, also in mind. If an idea of 
a subject is extended, it may fit 
only the extended idea, but' man 
is able to conceive iinmatcrial ideas, 
such as freedom, Justice. Ideas 
which arc not extended, are not 
material, and therefore the prin- 
ciple (man), producing abstract 
ideas Is more than material. 

"Man has self-reflection, making 
lilm the object as well as the sub- 
ject of the same action, wherca.s it 
is impossible for a Inaterlal suh- 
slancc to be tlic acenl and patient 
of the same action. In the learning 
of a language, although the u-ords 
and sounds can be extended, Ihc 
person with an Idea dominates the 
succession, of.i the , words. That 
which dominâtes succoislon must 
Itself he free from succcs.sion, and 
therefore it is not material because 
It is outside of space, time and ex- 
tension. Matter is bound by certain 
fixed laws, but man Is tree and 
can change the course of events. 

"Man is a rational animal. He 
consists of the simple and the 
spiritual. In the simple, there is no 
extension, but the spiritual is in- 
dependent of matter in its being, 
because it is independent of mailer 
in an activity, and activity follows 
being.

Delegates to ISS Seminar 
Describe Their Experiences

"I went out for lunch, and when 

came back I was told that the 
ship upon which we were to have 
sailed that afternoon had been con- 
demned as a fire trap!" This, as 
Joan O'ConncIl describes it,_was the 
rather unpromising beginning of 
the very successful trip to.Trance 
undertaken by her and John Scott, 
editor of The Dally, as part of the 
Canadian delegation lo an Interna- 
tional Students" Service summer 
seminar which also included Mel 
Rolhman and Stuart Corey. Miss 
O'Connell and Scott described their 
experience to the Cosmo Club, 
meeting In the Salon of the McGill 
Union on Tuesday, January 23. 

Speaking mainly from a personal 
viewpoint. Miss O'Connell first ex- 
plained the operation of the sem- 
inar. Held in a French abbey, the 
seminar consisted ot 117 students 
drawn from most of the Countries 
of the Western World. This group 
included 48 Canadians, the winners 
of scholarships. 

Two lectures were given each 
morning, while the students oc- 
cupied the afternoon with discus- 
sions. Although the general topic 
was "The Crisis of Western Civil-

Malcolm Macdonald read the 
main paper of the evening. Claim- 
ing that the modem definition of 
art docs not include medicine, Mr. 
Macdonald returned to the claa«iéàl 
definition which describes art as 
"concerned with making right 
reason. In this pre-renaissance de- 
scription art is divided inln two 
classifications, servile and liberal, 
with medicine Including .both. Dur- 
ing the last tew centuries, however, 
medicine aad art have grown apart, 
tor analysis In medicine is a fun- 
damental method ot science, while 
art, concerned with the creation of 
beauty, sees an object aa a whole, 

A question period followed this 
speech, in which the nature of 
health and the role of emotion in 
medicine was discussed. Dr. E. D. 
G. Murray summarized the discus- 
sion.

Francis Allen treasures the word of man alone as 
rèvealed in man's own materialism and worldly 
intent. 

One might further a.^k Mr. Krancis Allen and 
others like him: Have the nations of the Free 
World an awareness of God? Do we value God in 
r.y^^ this present fight against Communism? Indeed, is 
l%?Af^hôt the present conflict a battle between Religion 
l ' '^ and Atheism as well at between two totally différ- 
ant phllojophics and ways pf life? 
, :If wc call ourselves the Religious World, then 
we, must realize that the Power of God must be 
recosnized in our understanding of the problems 
with which we are faced at this critical time or any' 
other time! 

Truman and MacArthur 
Now we come to pay a visit to Mr. Allen on the

ously depreciatory and frivolous, but to what ex- 
actly does Mr. Allen refer when he describes Prwi- 
dent Truman's actions as "ludicrous antics?" 

Furthermore, why does Mr. Allen, in one of his 
earlier articles, put forward an appraisal of Mr. 
Truman on the basis of his defence of his daughter's 
vocal ability and once again fall to qualify his 
statement? 

One must not be deceived by the brash swagger 
and easy frankness of some Americans when ac- 
tually this Is only the mark of a less formel demo- 
cracy. President Truman U an American and con- 
ducts hlmseU accordingly. 

With regard to General MacArthur, irrespective 
of what he has accomplished in Korea, what his 
military tactics have been, what military tactics 
he should have employed, or what Mr. Allen would 
have the General do, either politically or slrategl- 
cally, I would like Mr. Allcn^and ail Canadians to 
know that the General is in good standing with the 
.American people. More especially, 1 would likp to 
make it clear to M. Allen that the New York Times 
and the New York Herald Tribune and other 
publications strongly support General MacArthur 
and can find little- to Inveigh against him. 

And, finally, Mr. Allen, I would have you to 
understand that the Prefidcnl is not only in strong 
support of the, General's military actions and per- 
sonal conduct,'; but also In complete accord witn 
them. One must remerber that the General Is also 
a typical American and that any open remarks 
made by him with regard to an evaluation of the 
war situation may be viewed in the light of his 
representative personality. It is not understandable, 
then, that a celebrated American General might 
offer his personal convictions in this connection? 
As for a rift between President Truman and Gen- 
eral MacArthur, there is none and any reiteration 
ot this fallacy can serve no other purpose but that 
of Communism! 

During the recent Christmas vacation I had the 
opportunity to Investigate the attitude of several 
informed fellow Americans who confirm the last 
view above presented. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Allen possesses a 
literary flair as indicated by his powerful rhetoric. 
However, > one is dismayed to think that such 
energy Is used for what appears to be non-con- 
structive criticism directéd against three men of 
peasè.

This Is the fifth in our series of 
the .freshman writings.. When 
Professor Phelps set;àa.the sub- 
ject for the first freshman 'essay 
this year "My Adventure Amonr 
the ICngllsh Texts", he was pleas- 
ed to receive so many well writ- 
ten and inlercstine essays.

Why arc Intrortuctiona written?

One could actually 
gain helpful and interesting infor- 
ation from an introduction. 

I realized (hat John Milton did 
not eject poems from his pen in 
every direction, like a horse 
blows chaff from its feed-bag. 
but that he . was :an Individual 
with definite Ideas and an inspir- 
ed theme In mind. After reading 
ionic i>f this honk, I hope that I 
will lir ahlr to form an opinion of 
my own, concerning his work. 
A little encouraged by my daring 
thirst for knowledge and informa- 
tion, turned to the next two books 
on the pile. They were novels. To 
niy surprise, one of them had no 
Introduction at all but|ihèl;otiterï 



"The Red, Badge of Courage", had 
a wonderfully, long intrcfduetion 
which was alnnost a book in itself. 
Without this' running commentary 
cn the hopes, desires, characteris- 
tics, and novels of Stephen Crane, 
1 would have been at a complete 
loss as to the kind of book I am 
going to read. As it is, I think 1 
have gained a slight inkling into 
the stark realism and "punch" ot 
this novel. 

Through the Introductions of my 
ten books, I have caught glimpses 
of King Lear's madness, famous 
short stoi'ies, old and modern 
essays, and even some of Mr, , 
Shaw's political convictions. Thoi 
broad avenue of literature has been 
opened to mc^ Who knows what 
thrilling and satisfying experiences 
will be encountered white travel- 
ling amongst these books. This is 
the beginning of adventure, for I 
have di.<%overed that introductions 
are written to be read.

Trend Toward Sciences; 
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- , By DOK;, ALLEN 
A three-fold increase in student listics are 
enrôlement and a shift In 'Interest 
from the arts to the-scicnces have 
highlighted the last • 30 years of 
thp growth of McGill University, 
as. interpreted trom the annual reg- 
istration figures of the various un- 
dergraduate departments. 

A pronounced increase in enrôle- 
ment, hu^beenyrccorded in all un- 
dcrgraduate^'faculties. The Influx 
of veterans after the second world 
war resulted in the greatest expan- 
sion In the history of-thc University 
which reached ins climax In the 
8.240 registration that was recorded 
In the 1948-49 session. A slight de- 
crease in registration has been 
noted during ; thej last; two sessions 
but the figures stili remain at more 
than two and a half times the aver- 
age for the years Immediately be- 
fore the outbreak of the war. 
ENGI.NEERS HIGHEST 
The growth has been especially 
pronounced in, the Faculty ot; En- 
gineering in which a four-fold in- 
crease has been noted In the past 
fifteen years. Commented Prof. W. 
H. Gauvin, vice-chairman of the 
Registration, Standing, and Promo- 
tion Committee of the Faculty of 
Engineering: "This increase was 
caused mainly by the influx of 
veterans after the war. Engineer- 
ing registration has not decreased 
in the past two years as sharply as 
has the registration in Arts and 
Science but it should do so, to somr 
extent; next session." 

'The increased Interest In en- 
gineering brought about by the 
previous war will ea^isc the regis- 
tration to remain at least above the 
pre-war lcvc\^," he said.' 

GRAPUS'^NOTE TREND 
The two accompanying graphs 
serve to illustrate the Increase in 
the registration and the trend to- 
wards the sciences that haVe both 
been noteworthy during the past 
30 years. The "tolal enrolment'' Is 
Interpreted to mean the total num- 
ber of students In university 
courses and therefore Includes all 
degree students, èlploma students, 
and partial students of McGlll. 
Royal Victoria, ' Dawson and Mac- 
donald colleges of McGill Univer- 
sity. Excluded are students of the 
Summer Schools and, except for 
data pertaining to the years prior 
to 1933, Extension Course stud- 
ents. N. i ' 

During the 1949-50 session, the 
last year for which the final sta- 



available, . the campus 
consisted of 19.6 per cent engin- 
eers. 16.4 per cent artsmen, 11.8 per 
cent science students, and 11.8 per 
cent commereemcn, considering 
only the four largest groups. Also 
included in the ,7,907 total regis- 
tration were 453 in Medicine, 330-in 
Agriculture, 181 , In' Law, 157 in 
Hoiu'^old|Sd|roM,^^^ In. Physlc- 
al^EdlféaCtonfandTsmalIcr niimbers 
In. Dentistry, Fine Arts, Divinity, 
and Music. Figures /or Architec- 
ture arc included in those ot the 
Faculty ot Engineering. 

The war years provided a mark- 
ed upswing in Science and a pro- 
portional drop, In Arts, Engineering, 
and Commerce. During the 1944-43 
session 25.6 per cent - of the 
University enrollment was in the 
B.Ss. coiirse^. 

B.A?rDECREASE LATELY 
While enrollment in Arts has 
Increased from G50 in 1933 to 1,293 
in 1930 the proportion of the stu- 
dent body taking the B.A. course 
has being decreasing markedly 
during the past twenty years. As 
the accompanying graplis illustrate, 
the Artsman now seems to be out- 
numbered by the Engineer. 

In statistics obtained for the 
years, pri9rilO;il9^ figures for 
the 'Schooi or Commerce have been 
included with these of "Arts and 
Science." After that year Com- 
merce became an integral part of 
the Faculty. 

Figures for "Engineering" per- 
taining to the years prior to 1020 
are, in actuality, those of the 
Faculty ot Applied Science, the 
predecessor of the present Faculty 
of Engineering. 

The faculty of Medicine has 
shown, if anything, a decrease dur- 
In gthe year.s. Enrolment was 486 
during the 1023-26 session, passed 
the 500 mark in 1935, dropped to 
322 in lOtSj and has since been be- 
low 500, sliding to 453 in 1949-50. 

Dentistry and Law both remained 
below 100 in pre-war years but 
have expanded materially due to 
veteran registration. Also greatly 
affected by veteran enrolment, th; 
Faculty of Graduate Studies has 
expanded five times over since the 
late inO's when registration aver- 
aged 222. The latest figures that arc 
available Indicate a present regis- 
tration of 750 of which 310 arc grad- 
uates of McGill.

Some went so far as to say that 
those few students with exception- 
ally high I.Q.S should never b« 
drafted because they would be 
"much more uséful to the country 
In highly specialized jobs." 

Most veterans asked were very 
quick to support conscription, but 
they favored military service - at 
the age of 18, before the student 
goes to college. As one veteran putj 
It, a few years In the army "makcj 
men out of our youth and at the! 
same time It would provide more, 
mature and more serious students' 
for college, than we see today." j 

The majority of those who op-i 
posed universal' military service ob- 
jected to this policy on the 
grounds that a country should 
never force Its young into mili- 
tary service during pcacc-timc. 
A few added that they would 
not object to conscription if "it Is 
definitely clear that v/ar Is in- 
evitable." Several students set 
forth elaborate plans concerning 
part-time military training, which 
they said should be compulsory. 
Not a few mentioned a possible 
revival of compulsory C.OT.C. 
training as an alternative to con- 
scription.
